newc Teſtament. Alſo he exerciſed 
himſelfby writing of fundry matters, 
that he might growe in judgement, 
readineſſe and aptneſſeto teach other 
if at agy, time God ſhoulde call him 
here, V.Vherof this treatiſe yel, 


to. 
derh ſome proof, which he writ being 
about. 22.yeres of age: by which thou 
maiſt cõceiue, vhat fruit the Chur- 
ch of Godin time might haue reaped 
of his toardnes, if it had pleaſed god 
in this vntoyvarde vvorld to prolong 
his days. He eſtemed not ſo much the 
preferment and profit, vhervntoma- 
py vayes he might eaſily haue attai- 
nedby profeſsion of la we. as the com- 
fortable aſſurance, and bleſſed hope ot 
lite eternall, v hich he might enioy by 
the truth of the Goſpell and the ſince- 
tuie of Gods holy religion. Therfore

to further himſelfe herein, he ſoughe 
not only the exacte knowledge of the 
greke & hebrewe tongs, but alſo for a 
ume to liue in ſome one of thebeſt re- 
formed Churches, vhere he might, 
both by the doctrine and diſcipline of 
the goſpel, be dayly confirmed in the 
true vorſhipping of God, and well 
prepared tothe miniſterieofthe chur 
che. So he ſetled himſelfe at Geneua, 
vhete he remained. being wel liked of 
the learned and godly, the ſpace of 
three yeres.

Here is anſwere to that alſo: bi- 
cauſe he is that Pꝛophet ſent of God, the

mentioned. Foz God declareth his lone 


ſter wonderfully, that he is becom great: 
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foze the firſe ſteppe, the firſteentrie,to- 
warde the wozke of oure ſaluation, is the 
lone of So: God ſo loued the worlde. 
And to tonſider how this loue is declared 
towardes man, therein conſiſteth the 
whole ſumme of our redemption. And 
the firſt conſideration herein to be hador, 
is this; as whoſe loue it is we ſpeake of, 
loꝛ it is no vaine o2 light loue of man, but 
an aſſured and ſtedfaſt lone, the loue of 
God : whois (as S. John ſaythe) loue it i. Epiſt. 4, 
lelfe. Then what loue it is that is here 


towardes vs in diuers {oztes, and manye 
are the benefits of God towardes man, as 
that by him we liue, we moue, and haue 
our being he ſatiſfieth the thir ſtie ſoule, Pal. oy. 
and filleth the hungrye ſanle with gad 
thinges : - And the ſefuantof Abzaham 
when he wente a waing to Iſaac, tolde 
his tale vnto Laban the*bzother cf Re 
becea in this wife : 5 am Abzahamsſers ©, 24. 
uant,and the Lo2de bath bleſſed my ma⸗ 


fo; be hath giuen HONEY 
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and ſiluer and golde, and men ſeruantes 
and mayde ſeruantes, and Camels and 
aſſes. This was a bleſſing x a great tok# 
of Gods lone, but there was a better blec, 
ſing t a greater loue, wherwith God em- 
b:aced Abꝛaham and his 
is it whereof S. John ſpeakcth ; God ſo 
loued the worlde. &c. It is a ſpetiall lone 
that is here meant, and it needeth a ſpe, 
ciall conſideration. Therefoꝛe that we 
maye the better acknowledge the god- 
neſſe of God in this behalfe, it ſhall not 
be from the purpoſe to remember oure 
firſt ſtate, howe God did then ſhew him⸗ 


ſeife a louing Lo2de towards vs: then to

fo: the benefite of man, and man foꝛ his 
owne glozie, he beſtowed ſire daycs la⸗ 


; bo; vpon man and his necefaries,as the 


boke of Geneſis repozteth : Ve layde the 
foundations of the earth, and ſtretched 
out the heanens like a curtaine, he gathe⸗ 
red the waters togyther, that the d2ye 
lande might appeare. This he did fo2 the 
benefite of man, bꝛinging all things into 
an vnifozmitie, that there myght be a 
place of habitation foꝛ man:but yct were 
not all things pꝛouided neteſlarie foꝛ the 
maintenance of man, wherefoze he ſtayd 
his creation vntill all ſuche things were 


" Pzouided as his heauenly wildome thou⸗ 
ht beſt to ſerue his turne, 4 out of theſe

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thꝛir his fir ſt creatures, earth the firma 
ment; and the waters, he dꝛew out his o⸗ 
ther creatures neceCarie foꝛ the vſe am 
pꝛeſeruation of man. To the earthe God 
ſayde; Let the earth budde foꝛth the buy 
of the herbe that ſedeth ſe de, + the kruit⸗ 
full trees bearing fruite accoꝛding to his 
kinde: God ſaide that woꝛde, and it came 
to paſſe, and God ſawe it was gend, it was 
god forthe gloꝛie of God pꝛincipally, and 
it was gad fo; the commoditie of man. 
Moꝛeouer Cod let the earth bꝛing fo2the 
the liuing thing accoꝛding to his kinde, 
tattell and that whiche creepeth, and the 
beaſt of the earth, accoꝛding to his kinde: 
it was dane, it was god in the ſight of 
God, and it was gad fo2 the pꝛoſite of 
man:of the firmament Gov ſayde, lette 
there be lightes in the firinament of hea?

"God made theſe crea- 
tures foz man,yea 4 he made them bliſſov 
fo; man:ſaying, bzing foꝛth fruite mul⸗ 
tiplir. Now when God had thus pꝛouided 
all things to mans hand, « ſet them in fo 
dliſſed eſtate, then came the courſe of our 
creation;then he ſaid let vs make man g 
dow: after what foꝛme: in what moulde 
was be caſt ? In our Image (ſaith the al- 
mightie) accoꝛding to our own likenefſe, 
not as other his creatures therfoze that 
this high point of Gods loue, might with 
the detper conſideration enter our harts;, 
Moyſes repeateth it double. Thus Goa 
created man in his image, in the image al 
God created he him, neyther did he mant 
hun ſole and comfoꝛtleſſe, but malt and 
female created he them: ntither when he 


dba made man, firaichthecaſthim at, 


er his 
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creainres, ſo taking no further care ot 
him, but without long delay, he gane him 
his heauenly bleſſing, he made him a ſo⸗ 
-nereigne; anda ruler oner all other his 
creatures, and ſtreight gaue him poſſeſ- 
lion of them: God biefſedthem andſayd, 
+ bzing fozth fruite and multiply andfit the 
earth, and ſubdue it, and rule oner the fiſh 
of the ſea, and ouer the fonle of the heaue, 
and euer beaſt that moueth on the 
No beholde the loue of God to⸗ 
man in his firſte creation, Gop 
viewed all the gloꝛious woꝛkes of his fin⸗ 
gers, and they were all plealant in his 
ſight, but he did moſte gloꝛie in man, as 
the perfection of all his wozkes, where- 
foze he coulde not but delight in hin; 
while he kepte himſelfe in that eſtate : 
man was nowe a bleſſed man when Go 
had bleſſed him, and bleſſed cuery thing 
about him, wherefozs Dauid rauiſhed 
in manner with the conſideration hereof, 
burſteth out in vehementie ol ſpirite, and 
ſayth: what is man (D Lo2ve) that thou 
art mindfull of him, oz what is the ſonne 
of man that thou viſiteſt hum: foz the 
baſt made him a little lower. than — 
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| thou hafte crouned him with glozie and 
» | , wozſhip, thou makeſt him to haue domi-

— — 7 and the beaſtes of 
ſhßhe ſield, the faules of the aire, and the fiſh 
ofthe dea, and that which palleth thzough 
| thepathesof the Deas : beſives all this, 
be made him a Pzince of Paradiſe, and 
placed him in a garden of pleaſure;where 
he turned him on no ſide, but euery eve 

was full of the bleſſing and loue of God.

Rowe there- 
foze when God had ſo mercifully dealte 
with Adam, ſettling him in that place of 
pleaſure, giuing him ſuch libertie as theſe 
woꝛdes do impoꝛt: Thou ſhalte cate freely 
of every tree of the Garden: yet leaſte the 
pot might ſet vp htmſelfe againſt the pot- 
ter, leaſt by pzeſumption man ſhoulde ad- 
uante and equall himſelfe with his crea⸗ 
to2, it was the god pleaſure of the al- 
mightte God to giue him this b2ydle to 
byte on, and to kepe down that ſtomacke 
which he foꝛeſawe woulde ſhoztly ſwelt 
with p2ide,ſo to reſtraine his libertie, as 
in thaſe woꝛdes is expꝛeſſed.

Joꝛ the man he gane eare to the 
Woman, the Woman to the Serpent, 
they bzake the commaundement, they eat

hope if this grace giuen by Chꝛyſte that 
boze the Arke, and ſaued him krom thoſe 
roaring floudes, And this Jſaack ſtode by 
Abell ſhadowing him with his bleing, 
while Caine was curſed : and this is the 
ſelfe ſoede that ſaueth Adam from the ſer⸗ 
pent.

1, 
theof hir ſelfe ; from hencefoꝛth ſhall all

Noah foũd grace in the ſight of the Loꝛd: Gene 4, 
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— ee abroimanogade 
thoſenations calling hir bliſſed haue part 
with hir in the bliſed ſerde, in the tontei⸗ 
ved-frnite Jeſus, This therefoze'is the 
loue , where with God ſo loueth vs, that 
be ſending his onely begotten ſonne, his 
.. bearcly beloued Ch2yſte, we ſtand in poſ⸗ 
ſibilitie to become the bleſſed ſonnes of 
bleſſed Ab2aham:let vs therefoze the chile

manth: Godalmightie appeared vnto me Cent. 48. | 
at Luze mthe land? of Canaan and bleſ⸗ 
ſed me, in the witch bliſſing was coteingd 
the pꝛomiſe of the hoped and perfozmed 
ſauiour: and a litle befoze his laſt b:eath, 
he declareth his hope by theſe woꝛds: O 
Lo2d I haue waited ſoꝛ thy ſaluation:and Cene.

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people Iſraell : and to the comfozte of the 
gentiles thus he ſaith,ſpeking as it were 
to his Chꝛyſte: Bcho!ve thou ſhalt call a 
that thou knoweſt not, and a nati⸗ 
on that une we not ther ſhall runne vnto 
ther, bicauſe of the Loꝛd thy God, and the 
holy one of Jſraell : thus was Chꝛyſte al- 
wayes a comfo2te fo the hope of the fas 
thers to reſt vpon, and by him was their 
hope full with toy : So did God loue them 
his choſen of Afra ll, that he hath ſent the 
the gouernoꝛ that ſhouldfeve his people, 
he hath ſent them the god ſhepeherd that 
ſhauld ſaue the loſt ſhepe. But this loue is 
ſuche that it reſteth not in the compalle of 
Jeruſalem,fo2 .

( ſaythe the Euangeliſt) there was no 
roune-fo2him in the Inne: whoſe was 
the earth, and the ſtaze thereof; at whoſe 
tommaundemente were dhe heauens, 
there was no roume foz him to reſte in.

laughter men, and bloudie butchers, with

Such 
a welcome hade our Sauiour into the 
woꝛld: and after warde in p2oceſſe of time 
being conuerſant in Hieruſalem, and the 
countrey about, with what tranell pꝛea⸗ 
ched he the kingdome of God: x hew few 
recciued that glad tydings ?: howe many a 
myꝛacle did he? and what thanks had he: 
and how mall were the number of ſuche 
as beleeued, and woulde be content to be 
called the followers of Chꝛyſte, not diſ- 
dayning the name cf a Ch2iſttan ? Now 
when he was moſt buſy about the wozke 
of our ſaluatien, as when he was moſte 
octupird in ene the woꝛde, and 
cons 
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conuerting by miracles , the re poꝛte that᷑ 
i | - many made of him, it was no better, but 
that his owne helde hym as a ſtraunger, 
ſome ſapde he was a ſinner, ſome a ſedu⸗ F 
cer of the people, ſome aà glutton and a Le. 7. 
dzinkecr of wine, ſome a man ſtarke mad, 
yta, q ſome gaue him this god woꝛd, that 
he wꝛoughte by the power of 1Bclzcbubt 
Bitter woꝛdes fo2 the ſonne of God: pet 
this was his pacifce to beare. Df the bet⸗ 
ter ſoʒte, fome toke him fo2 Elias, ſome 
foz John Baptiſt, and ſome were ſo god 
as to call him a P2ophcte, but fewe were 
there found of faithfull Peters, that iud⸗ 
gedſo ryght of hym, as to ſay: Thou art 
the ſorine of the lyuing God.
